, More than a million, veterans of World, War TI had returned to farm work in the 

4 United States by July 1, the Bureau of Agricultural Economics announced. in a pre» 
liminery report raleaned today. There were 1,045,000 veterans employed on farms, 
748,000 as farm operators and members of fice winehebaeat families and 332,000 as 


hired workers.e: Veterans made up 9 percent of the total number of persons working 
Oe aaaas 


The number of Peto nde working on farms was slightly over three-fourths the number 
of farm workers who enlisted or were inducted in the armed forces up to July Ly 
1945. V In the Northeast and on the Pacific Coast, the number of Che Wapiceea 
who were veterans was lorger than the number of ere staionts ond inductions. In 
the ‘other geographic divisions, returning veterans accounted for 70 to 80 percent 
of the number of farm workers who had left to enter the armed forces. 


In the South, less than 20 percent of the returning veterans were employed as 
hired workerse The vrovortions of family and hired workers were the same for 
veterans as for all farmworkers. In all other regions, hired workers made up a 
larger proportion of veterans employed than they did of all farm workers. In the 
Northeast and the West, over half of the veterans employed on farms were working 
as hired hands, while in the North Central States more than a third of veterans 
@wore hircod workcrs. 


For the entire country veterans employed on farms made up 8 porecnt of the number 
»of farm operators ond unpaid members of their families at work on July 1. The 
West and South had the largest percentage of fomily workers who werc vetcranse 
Proportionally fewer veterans were noted. atone family workers in the Northeast and 
whe North Contra 11 States. The extremes wore 10 percent in the Mountain States and 
4-3 ‘porceont in. the Middle Atlantic States. 


In the West North Central States, veterans made up 20 percent of the total of hired 
workers, a larger percentage than in any other region. This compares with the’ 
national average of 12 percent. Veterans vere rclatively more numcrous as 2 
workers in the North Central and the: Western States than in other regions. the 
South, they made up a considerably smaller pereontage of hired workers, ete 
in the South Atlantic States wherc’ only 7 porcont of hircd workers were veterans. 


Shown in Table 1 is the distribution, by regions, of veterans employed on-farms as 
fomily and hired workers and their relative proportions. Data on agricultural 
employment of veterans in pee April, May, and Jme, as published by the Bureau 
of the Census ey ore showm in, Table 2. These are given along with the estimates 
of the Bureau of Agriculture] iconomics for the wocks ended Juno 1 end June 29.
